After retirement from the 
Army, Webb served in ad- 
ministration at Southeast 
Alabama Medical Center in 
Dothan until July 1990. 

While serving as Coffee 
County’s EMA director, 
Blair said Webb took on 911 
responsibilities as an ad- 
ditional assignment, The 
911 system in Coffee 
County went live in 1999 
with Webb as its founder. 
He and his wife served on 
the Coffee County 911 
Board until July 2019. 

“Col. Webb worked tire- 
lessly to establish a new 911 
addressing system through- 
out Coffee County, and in 
the early start up, he insured 
fees were being properly 
collected and managed cor- 
rectly,” Blair said. “His wife 
worked along beside him 
serving as bookkeeper and 
board member the entire 
time.” 

Blair said neither of them 
ever asked for or received a 
salary from the Coffee 
County Emergency Com- 
munications Board through- 
out all the years of their 
dedicated service. 

“They are true pioneers

A news release from the

tools. His records show con- 


victions for Violation of the 
Uniform Controlled Sub- 
stances Act and another 
theft charge, all in Coffee 
County for total sentences 
of over 29 years. That is just 
from the Coffee County 
cases.

The Alabama Law Enforcement Agency says it is opening 
five additional driver license offices for Saturday service 
beginning immediately. The agency folks say offices in Do- 
than, Jacksonville, Montgomery, Sheffield and Tuscaloosa 
will begin opening from 7 a.m.-3 p.m. on Saturdays. That 
is in addition to five others around the state that are already 
opening on Saturdays. This should help citizens who have 
work hours that don’t allow visits to the license office on 
the 9 until 5 Monday/Friday plans for taking driving and 
toad-knowledge tests, renew existing licenses, and transfer 
out-of-state licenses to Alabama. Drivers can also obtain the 
new STAR IDs at these sites.

Our laws 
are far from up to date with today’s technology. If they 
broke no law or school regulations, then firing them would 
only bring on expensive lawsuits from the fired teachers. 
Community emotions are so high over this issue that not 
firing them will escalate the uproar from area citizens. No 
win for anyone involved.

The council held a public 
hearing prior to the meeting 
on two properties — 941 N 
Claxton Avenue and 856 
Troy Highway. The purpose 
of the hearing was to discuss 
an assessment of fees to be 
charged on each property 
with the revenue commis- 
sion office as a tax lien on 
the property as a result of 
the city ordering the demo- 
lition of the building on the 
property. 

Code enforcement officer 
Bryson Dear presented the 
figures to council members 
during the public hearing. 
The total cost assessment for 
demolition on 941 N Clax- 
ton Avenue came to 
$5,296.06 while the total 
cost assessment for demoli- 
tion on 856 Troy Highway 
came to $9,075.43. 

Dear said the much higher 
cost on the Troy Highway 
property was due to asbestos 
that had to be properly dealt 
with in the demolition.

This did include the pur- 
chase of two Chevrolet Mal- 
ibu vehicles for the police 
department at $14,916.50 
each, which was a pre- 
viously approved expense 
and funds were transferred 
from reserve for these ve- 
hicles. The vehicles were 
purchased locally from 
Cook Chevrolet. 

The council voted unani- 
mously to approve a procla- 
mation supporting the 
Wreaths Across America 
project, Wreaths will be 
placed at gravesites of those 
who served in the military 
during a program Saturday, 
Dec. 14, in Elba at the Ever- 
green Cemetery. The mayor 
will read the approved pro- 
clamation during this pro- 
gram. 

The council adjourned 
this meeting, and immedi- 
ately called a second meet- 
ing to order. The second 
meeting was being held in 
place of the originally 
scheduled Dec, 23rd meet- 
ing due to the Christmas 
holidays.

The Shepherds Story 

Why were the Shepherds the first people to find out about 
the birth of Jesus? And what an amazing way they found 
out about it! 


The Story in the Bible 

And there were shepherds living out in the fields nearby, 
keeping watch over their flocks at night. An angel of the 
Lord appeared to them, and the glory of the Lord shone 
around them, ... Today in the town of David a Savior has 
been born to you; he is Christ the Lord. 
Luke 2:8-20 


The History behind the Shepherds & Angels in the Story 

At that time, sheep farmers were generally seen as having 
low or little value by other people. 

The type of sheep the shepherds would have been raising 
were ‘fat tailed’ (or broad tailed) sheep. They often had 
lambs in the autumn and winter. 

The shepherds were quietly getting on with their own 
business when suddenly an angel appeared to them. I’m not 
surprised they were afraid! 

The angel’s words to them told them of Jesus and his 
amazing birth and how they could recognize him in a very 
crowded town. The words of the hosts of angels is very sim- 
ilar to the words sung during a sacrifice service in the tem- 
ple. 

This is only the second time in the whole Bible that a 
group of angels rather than one angel had appeared to 
people, so this proved that they had a very important mes- 
sage to give to them. We don’t know the names of the angels 
_or how many there were of them, but in the Bible, it says 
that there are millions of angels so it would have been an 
amazing experience! 

A couple of miles outside Bethlehem there was a special 
watch tower called the Migdal Eder, which means ‘The 
Tower of the Flock’, It’s thought that sheep born there were 
used as sacrifice animals in the Jewish Temple in nearby Je- 
rusalem. According to some sources, the lambs at Migdal 
Eder had their health checked by resting them in a ‘manger’ 
and were even wrapped in swaddling clothes to show they 
were special! I’m not convinced about Jesus actually “being 
born’ at ‘Migdal Eder’ but having those shepherds being the 
first to be told about Jesus makes a lot of sense. 

Having seen the new baby, the Bible says “...they spread 
the word concerning what had been told them about this 
child, and all who heard it were amazed at what the shep- 
herds said to them.” If they were shepherds from Migdal 
Eder, they could have told the people they saw on the way 
back to hills, friends and relatives in Bethlehem and Jeru- 
salem, the ‘middle class’ people they sold sheep to and also 
the people and priests in the Jewish Temple when they took 
their best sheep and lambs to be sold there for sacrifices. 

They took immediate action and so should we. When we 
see Jesus, we should make changes in our own life and tell 
others the Good News! Take some time at this time of year 
to do just that!
